hereby authorises die Government of Gujarat acting through the Chief EngineeifNational Highways), Roads 
and Building Department or a person authorised by the State Government of Gujarat concerned to collect 
fees at the rates specified in the said Schedule upto 17 th June,2001 and remit die fee in accordance with the 
National Highways (Fees for the Use of National Highway, Section and Permanent Bridge - Public Funded 
Project), Rules 1997.
